Frankfort, Ky., February 2, 2:30 
a. m.—At 1 o’clock this morning Dr. 
Hume said that Governor Goebel will 
probably live through tonight. He 
added, however, that there was a 
possibility of uremic poisoning, and 
that it was possible for the governor 
to die in a convulsion at almost any 
time. 

Governor Goebel passed, on the 
whole, an unfavorable day, although 
he was fairly comfortable when night 
came on. He has half a dozen doc- 
tors around him, and the reports of 
his condition vary according to the 
last physician who leaves his room. 
One doctor is confident that he will 
recover, and another generally al- 
lows him an hour or two before he 
breathes his last. His strength is 
maintained to a great extent by in- 
jections. He has had several sink- 
ing spells, out of which he was 
brought with some difficulty. 


WILL APPEAL TO THE COURTS. 

Frankfort, Ky., February 1.—To- 

morrow morning an injunction will 

be asked from Judge Canfrill, of the 
fiscal court, restraining Governor 
Taylor from interfering in any way 
with the proceedings of the legisla- 
ture. Governor Taylor has an- 
nounced before this that he would 
pay no attention to the orders of the 
fiscal court. The probabilities are 
that some trouble will ensue. 

It is probable that a writ of man- 
damus demanding that Taylor vacate 
the office of governor will be applied 
for tomorrow morning. It is prac- 
tically certain that Taylor will pay 


no attention to any process from the | 


state courts. 


Frankfort, Ky., February 1.—For the 
first time since the shooting of Governor 
Goebel there was today signs of a peace- 
ful settlement. The signs were few and 
Bmall and they have disappeared, but the 
hole into which they were withdrawn 
has been left open and there !s a chance 
that they may re-appear. The original 
Proposition looking toward an amicable

TAYLOR APPEALS TO McKINLEY; 
PRESIDENT DECLINES TO TALK 


Washington, February 1.—President Mc- 
Kinley has received a long message from 
Governor Taylor, of Kentucky, dated to- 
day at Frankfort. Governor Taylor de- 
Clares that he considers himself the le- 
Bally elected executive of the state and 
Says that a riot may occur at any time 
Which will cause muah bloodshed. Gov- 
ernor Taylor says that he {s doubtful of 
his power to control the situation and 
appeals to the president to end the matter 
and secure peace in the state by recogniz- 
ing him as the governor of Kentucky. 
The appeal for administfation aid is ur- 
Bently put. 

Governor Tavlor’s communication to 
President McKinley is in its nature a 
memorial. It goes at great length into 
the situation in Kentucky, making an ex- 
Planation of the conditions there. While 
definite and absolute information on this 
Point is not obtainable, there is reason 
to believe that a specific request for the 
immediate presence of federal troops is 
not made. No action of any kind has 
been taken on Governor Taylor's memo- 
Tial and it can be positively stated that 
Up to midnight no decision whatever 
With reference to it had been reaghed. 
Tomorrow is the regular day for cabinet 
meetings and Friday’s session will be 
Very opportune for a careful considera- 
tion by -the president and all his ad-

Washington, February 1.—(Special.)—If 
it should happen that the appropriation 
for the Atlanta military park is not made 
at this session of congress, the '.embers 


of the visiting delegation, and those oth-. 


ers who have been active in support «f the 
measure can feel satisfied that they have 
done everything in their power to bring 
success. Absolutely nothing has been left 
undone which the Atlantians or their 
friends could do. The members of the 
military committee of the senate and the 
house are still talking on the iriterest and 
strength of the hearing held vesterday, 
and much support is coming to the biil 
as the result of that showing. 
The fact of the presence here in sup- 
port of the bill of the oldest living fed- 
eral general, in the person of General O. 
O. Howard, who came on from Vermont 
to urge its passage, and of the most prom- 
inent living confederate, in the person 
of General John B. Gordon, made a vivid 
impression upon the minds of their hear- 
ers which it will be impossible to eradi- 
cate. Should it develop that Speaker Hen- 
derson will not allow the bill to be report- 
ed at this session, the work that has been 
done will not be for naught, for the merit 
of the proposition has so impressed ivself 
upon everything in official life that it is 
bound to come soon. ‘This is not said 
with any idea of acknowledging Cefeat 
at this session. Still the fact is that the 
present attitude of the speaker is not 
favorable. He has said he would ngat fight 
the bill, for he believes the Atlanta mil- 
itary park should be established; but he 
feels that the burden of keeping down 
appropriations is on his shoulders.

TALK WITH COL. HEMPHILL. 


He Is Pleased with the Reception 
Accorded the Committee—An 
Interesting Interview. 

The two committees, one from the At- 
lanta Business Men’s League and one 
from the chamber of commerce, that 
have been in Washington for the past 
two or three days urging congress to 
make an appropriation for the proposed 
national military park to be established 
near Ajtlanta, will return to the city 
this morning. 

Colonel W\ A. Hemphill, a member of 
one of the committees, came home in 
advance of ‘tthe other members of the 
party. He reached the. city yesterday af- 
iternoon, 

When seen yesterday and asked the 
results of ‘the committees’ work in Wash- 
ington, Colonel Hemphill said: 

“We had a pleasant and a satisfactory 
trip. The members of the two commit- 
tees are returning home enthused over 
the prospect for the establishment of 
a national military park near Atlanta. 

‘The hearings the committees had be- 
fore the military committees of the house 
and senate were highly satisfactory in 
every particular. 

“General Hawley, the chairman of the 
military committee of the senate, has 
openly said that he favored the establish- 
ment of a park near Atlanta. I do not 
think. that there will be ‘the slightest 
trouble in passing the bill through the 
senate. 

“President McKinley has also come out 
openly in favor of the establishment of 
a park. 

“A committee consisting of General O. 
O. Howard, who came down from his 
home at Burlington, Vt., to help us, 
General A. P. Stewart, Colonel A. J. West 
and myself called oa the president yes- 
terday to urge him to use his influence 
in securing ithe passage of the- bill. 

“He received us With a great deal of 
friendliness, and ‘told us in as many 
words that he favored the project to 
establish a military park near this city. 

“This favorable attitude of the presi- 
dent encouraged us greatly. After we 
had seen the president we called on. the 
secretary of war. Secretary Root was 
very non-committal, and would not fay 
whether he was in favor of the proposed 
park or not. 

“General Howard and ex-Governor Bul- 
lock called on Speaker Henderson of the 
house last night. 

“The speaker explained to them that 
while he was not opposed to the pro- 
posed park, he wanted to keep the ap- 
propriation biils for this congress down to 
the lowest possible lim::t. He said io Gen- 
eral Howard and Guvernor Bullock that 
he would prefer to wait until some fu- 
ture period and then give five times as 
much as could be appropriated to,.be ex- 
pended on a nat.onal military park at the 
present time. 

‘‘We undoubtedly made some friends 
for the plan on the house committee on 
military affairs. And it is possible that 
the legisiaton cesired may be put in 
such shape as to win the speaker's sup- 
port. 

“All of the members of the "wo com- 
mittees are returning to Atlanta filled 
with enthusiasm over the prospects for 
the ultimate success of our plans. While 
it may be that we cannot secure a large 
enough appropriation at this session cf 
congress to establish the park, it is be- 
lieved that a large enough amount of 
money will be appropriated to guarantee 
the establishment of the park at some 
later date. . 

“We were greatly encouraged by ihe 
reception we received in Washington, and 
at the number of influential men We met 
who favored the project. General O. O. 
Howard came down from his home in 
Burlington, Vt., to appear before the 
two military committees with us. He is 
heantily in favor of the park and rendered 
the Atlanta delegation a great deal of 
valuable assistance.

August Is Produced. 


STATEMENTS ACCOMPANY IT 


President Says Money To Be Paid Is 
To Come from Philippines. 


GENERAL OTIS’ DECLARATION IS REPEALED 


Slavery Has Been Made a Subject of 
Inquiry Since Convei¥ion 
Was. Reached.

Washington, February 1.—In compliance 
with a resolution of inquiry, the president 
today sent to tha senate a copy of the 
report and accompany papers of Brigadier 
General J. C. Eates in relation to the 
negotiations with the sulton of Sulu last 
August. In replying to the request, the 
president says: 

“The payments of money provided for 
by the agreement will be made from the 
revenues of the Philippine islands, unless 
congress shall otherwise direct,’ 

General Otis in iransmitting the treaty, | 
August 27th, says: 

“Lae aviitude of these people has been 
the subject »of apprehension for several 
months, and by this agreement I beueve 


are happily adjusited,’’ 

Secretary Root, in a reply dated October 
2ith, tells General Cig that “the agree- 
ment is confirmed. apd approved by the 
president subject tu the action of con- 
gress, and-wih the understanding and 
reservation, which should be distincUy 
communicated to-whe sultan of Zulu, thar 
this agreement is not to be deemed in any 
way to authorize or give the consent of 
the United States to the existence of 
slavery in the Sulu archipelego. At the 
same time, when you communicaie to the 
sultan the above mentioned understand- 
ing, vhe président desires that you should 
make inquiry as to the number of Pper- 
sons held in slavery in the archipelago, 
and what arrangement it may be prac- 
ticable to make tor their emancipation.”’
